MANY YEARS AGO

THE ROOSEVELTS 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt and his wife Eleanor occupied the White 
House from 1933 until 1945, through two very critical times — the Great 
Depression and World War Il. Roosevelt served longer than any President in 
U.S. history. Although crippled by polio in 1921, F.D.R. never gave up his career 
in public service. His sudden death in 1945 came just days before the meeting 
he and other world leaders had planned to lay the groundwork for the United 
Nations, and just months before World War Il ended. 


Mrs. Roosevelt was the most active First Lady Americans had known. 
The President called her his “eyes and ears.” After his death she continued 
to serve the country and the world through the U.N.

MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


In 1964 the Nobel Peace Prize was awarded to a Baptist minister 

for helping Black people gain civil rights through nonviolent resistance. 
This man was Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. He led peaceful 
demonstrations in many parts of the country, In August, 1963, 

he told the 200,000 people who gathered in Washington, D.C.: 


“| have a dream that one day this nation will rise up 
and live out the true meaning of its creed: ‘We hold 
these truths to be self-evident; that all men are 
created equal.’” 


The strongest civil rights bill in U.S. history was passed the next 
year. Dr. King’s life was ended by an assassin’s shot in 1968.
